Rural S c h o o l Manage- 


ment, Dairy Protection, 


Among Objectives 


Legislation sponsored by the Ar- 


kansas Form Bureau Federation in 
the current session of the General 
Assembly will have the active support 
of 25,329 Arkansas farm families, ac- 
cording to Lee H. Garland, Secretary 
of the Hempstead County Farm Bu- 
reau, 


"The Arkansas Farm, Bureau will 


offe rits own legislative program again 
this year and will be actively intcdcst- 
ed in any other proposed legislation 
in any way affecting the agricultural 
industry or rural social life," Mr. Gar- 
land said today, "Our membership 
comprising 25,329 farm families in all 
sections of Arkansas is depending on 
the Farm Bureau to protect its in- 
terests at all limes." 


One of the most important legisla- 


tive steps taken by the Farm Bureau 
will be the sponsorship of a'bill ask- 
ing the General Assembly to enact a 
law creating a rural school manage- 
ment system comparable with the 
school management system now cxist- 
ant in cities and towns.

driven homo this more or less vague 
cry for "national defense," the Presi- 
dent turns into another channel. Let 
us follow him and see where we come 
out. 


We cannot continue "to let pass 


without effective protests acts of ag- 
gression upon sister nations." Wheth- 
er right or wrong, this, it must be 
admitted, is not problem ot national 
defense. 
This means we must not 


merely defend ourselves, but we must 
go to the aid of sister nations who 
are attacked. But what sort of aid? 
Arms? 
Not since "here arc many 


methods short of war, but stronger and 
mover effective than mere words of 
bringing home to aggressor govern- 
ments the aggregate sentiments of our 
own people."

it with cotton, poured chlorofodm over 
the cotton and then placed it over her 
face.

When there was no re- 
sponse from her knpck at the door, she 
summoned Mr. Citty who was at the 
barn at the rear of-thc home.

Effective Treatment of Old Skin Disease Is 


Recent Development 


Usually in midle age, but some- 


times in childhood, there appears 
on the skin (chiefly of the face) an 
inflammatory condition of which the 
chief manifestation are redness and 
scaling. Women are affected more 
often than men. 


It has been repeatedly suggested 


that this condition is due to tubercu- 
losis and also that it might be caused 
by a streptoccus. The condition fre- 
quently occurs in people who have 
poor circulation of blood in the skin. 
Apparently exposure to cold makes the 
condition worse. 


Many different classifications have 


been suggested for this disease—most 
of them referring to its distribution 
on the skin. In some' instances the 
condition affects chiefly the nose, 
cheeks, ears and scalp. In other cases 
it spreads to the upper .part of the 
chest and the hands. There are still 
other types which seem to affect the 
entire body. 


In those cases in which the disease 


spreads all over the body, the re- 
sults are serious and the likelihood of 
cure slight. However, in the types 
in which the condition is somewhat 
limited modern methods of treat'm'ent 
seem to be able to produce excellent 
results. 


While the description of the con- 


dition that has ben given does not 
seem to differentiate it very much 
from conditions like ordinary eozrnn 
or from certain forms of acne, the 
specialist in diseases of the skin is 
usually able to make the diagnosis 
promptly because of definite character- 
ists. 


Notwithstanding that lupus erythe- 


yn'atosus was first described more 
than 100 years ago, it is only recently 
thatmuch encouragement has been giv- 
en to patients by the development of 
modern methods of treatment. 


Of course the first step is to re- 


move all possible foci of infection 
elsewhere in the body since either the 
tuberculous organism or the strep- 
toccus organism may be located in 
some other tissue than just in the skin. 
Obviously, if such foci of infection 
are found, the first step .in treat- 
ment must be directed toward their 
control. 
For the inVnn'edlate inflammation of 
the skin all sorts of oinments are 


available as well as various tpyes of 
solutions Which aid in controlling 
the swelling and irration. 


Quite recently injections of quinine 


and bismuth have been tried with 
comiderable sucoss and also Inject- 
ions of preparations of gold. 
Most 


recent of all attempts, however, has 
been the use of the-new preparation 
of siilfanilamide, which seems to:hnve' 
been successful in a.few cases beyond 


anything heretofore attempted.

doubt these esses were of the streptoc- 
cal vnrlty .rather .than of the tubercu- 
lous since the sulfanilamido does iiot 
appear to have exerted any specific 
Effect on the tuberculous organism.
